Vuleanizing Expertly 1 
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By AI Segal Calls Column 
_ Majestic and Prophetic

My dear Al Segal. For many 
years I have been a reader of 
that majestic ard prophetic 
column of yours. The soft 
spoken words and the enchant- 
ing way of life that you so 
beautifully express are con- 
stant luminaries of tolerance 
and of the way of life of a 
Christian. It is therefore most 
presumptuous of me, an hum- 
ble servant of God, to even 
comment upon the wise re- 
marks of.the sage of Cincin- 
nati. But there is a spirit with- 
in youth that. oftimes treads 
where ‘tolerance, bendingly 
fears to go. sf 
I regret (most ungacious of 
me when you were so charit- 
able) that you did not mention 
my name for when the tendrils 
of time have long made hoary 
this era of ours and future gen- 
erations will study with deep- 
est thought the repositories of 
your remarkable words of wis- 
dom there I would have been 


- immortal in your mere men- 


tion of my name. Even so, it 
is most gracious of you to put 
me in your collection of an- 
tiques along with the copper 
kettle, he horsehair sofa, the 
shulchan aruch, the mitzvos, 
and the rest of the Bible (the 
parts that you so gallantly re- 
frain from bringing to the at- 
tention of your readers such 
as the section on false prophets 
in Deuteronomy chapter 18 
lines 18 to 22, and the curse of 
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the same God, whom you so 
eloquently quote, in chapter 28 
lines 15 to 68 in the same book, 
which I would suggest you re- 
read for after all age some- 
times brings forgetfulness). 


Your Judaism, oh sage of 
Cimcinnati, is so like the Amer- 
icanism of a neighbor of mine 
known familiarly in newspaper 
circles as Colonel McCosmic. 
He too thinks it wrong to pun- 
ish those who have committed 
seditious acts against our gov- 
ernment just as you think it 
wrong to punish those who 
commit treasonable acts a- 
gainst the Jewish people (al- 
though I still wonder why you 
cling to the archaic, medieval, 
antiquitous notion of the Jews 
being a people). There is how- 
ever one difference between 
you two, you at least do not 
rant and rave. 

Above all how can I but ad- 
mire your lessons in tolerance. 
Here I am a Jew born five hun- 
dred years too late still de- 
claiming against the anachron- 
ous concept of intermarriage: 
a traitor to the ideal of love. 
However, a few more of your 
columns and who knows may- 
be I too will be able to see the 
light of assimilation. Although 
I ofttimes wonder what will 
happen to all the Jewish girls 
when the Jewish boys marry 
shiksas and the Gentile boys 
refuse to marry the Jewish 
girls. Of course we could easily 
find a solution by merely send- 
ing all these ~ girls to your 
Utopian Cincinnati where the 
ideals of true Christianity have 
been so nobly exemplified by 
yourself. 

Besides my ffirst article I 
must confess ‘another sin oh 
sage of Cincinnati. I envy you 
your omniscience on all sub- 
jects pertaining to the Jew. 
Truly you must be one of the 
hidden thirty-six come to shed 
radiant light upon this ignor- 
ant generation. In the field of 
Jewish law, you are an author- 
ity; in the vast sea of Jewish 
learning you are a beacon of 
light; in the centuried labyrinth 
of Jewish history you are a 
corded guide; in the desert of 


oasis. Yes especially in the lat- 
ter are you a true guide and 
grandfather. You see, my dear 
sage of Cincinnati, I have as 
yet only a young child and now 
when the problem of the 
Christmas tree comes I need 
but follow your advice and 
presto the problem is solved 
{I don’t want to become person- 
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The World Wide News Service of the 
Seven Arts Feature Syndicate recently 
reported as follows: “Moscow—The Nazis, 
with the great drain on their man-power, 
have come to believe that a little Jewish 
blood may not be so contaminating. At 
least, that is the conclusion one may draw 
from some documents discovered by the 
Russians from a captured staff Nazi head- 
quarters. These documents reveal that 
since last April, it has been all right as 
far as the Nazis are concerned for Ger- 
mans who were “only quarter Jews or 
half Jews to serve in the Nazi army”. 

e Those with only 25 percent Jewish blood 
were not to be discriminated against, the 
text of the decrees order, and could even 
become officers. But those who were 50 
percent Jews might fight and die for Der 
Fuehrer only as privates.” 





N THIS connection I have an apocryphal story. 

This is to say, it is something that somehow 

comes to me without any documentation. It is, 
as they say, one of those things. 

Anyway, it was right after last winter’s 
Russian offensive in which the Nazis came so 
close to disaster. Besides the Nazis who were 
killed outright there were the many who were 
frozen to death. 

The Fuehrer was thinking of the summer 
campaign toward Stalingrad and that the blood 
of the master race might soon be running short 
like gasoline. So much of it had been spilled 
that the intuitive Fuehrer could foresee a time 
when there would be an absolute shortage of 
Nazi blood to spill. j 

He had known what to do about other short- 
ages. Ersatz! There was barley for coffee, 
paper for overcoats. As for oil, synthetic stuff 
would have to do until the Nazis reached the 
Caucausus oil field—and that was only a matter 
of summer months. Yes, by the end of summer 
he would have the Caucausus and its fabulous 
wealth. 

But how to get more blood to spill? The 
blood resources of the satellites were already 
well-nigh exhausted and the hot Italian blood 
had been getting cold. Plainly it was a prob- 
lem of obtaining ersatz blood to spill. 

The leading Nazi biologists were consulted. 
They could be depended upon. Tho way back 
in 1933, they had so definitely reduced Jewish 
blood to inferior quality! The renowned Pro- 
fessor Schweinefuss had written his thesis 
which said Jewish blood wasn’t as good as Nazi, 
and that had settled the matter. 

Professor Schweinefuss’ work had been a 
great help to the Nazi economy. After he had 
caused Jewish blood to become inferior, the Nazi 
progress toward being self-contained was sim- 
plified. Jewish blood having been made in- 
ferior, it was a logical step to decree that Jewish 
doctors and lawyers might no longer practice 
their professions, and thus increase the practice 
of Nazi doctors and lawyers whose veins con- 
tained that master blood. Jewish bankers could 
be liquidated and their holdings applied to the 
Nazi treasury; Jewish electrical manufacturers 
could be expropriated and their properties add- 
ed to the fattening of Goering who had become 
chief of the electrical industry. Doktor Schwein- 
efuss had affected a synthesis of biology and 
national economy. 

With the same facile skill the Nazi biologists 
applied themselves to the approaching blood 
shortage. Indeed, it was the same Schweinefuss 


who found the way. The professor’s reasoning 
was that if by one thesis he could degrade Jew- 
ish blood, he could, by another thesis make some 
Jewish blood all right again. 

In his second thesis he discovered that a 
quarter measure of Jewish blood was practically 
as good as Nazi blood and that a half measure 
was almost as good—worthy, indeed, to be 
spilled for the Fuehrer. His discovery was grate- 
fully communicated to the high command and 
to all staff headquarters, to the gauleiters in all 
the districts. Everywhere a search was on for 
quarter measure and half measure Jews, and 
so it fell that they came around to Kurt Oppen- 
heimer. . . . “Oppenheimer”, they said, “you're 
almost a Nazi.” 
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Kurt Oppenheimer was half Jewish. Early 
in the Hitler period he had been made to suffer 
the obloquy that was for people whose blood 
was half Jewish. He had been a traveling sales- 
man handling ladies’ hosiery, but the revelations 
of the Schweinefuss thesis disqualified him from 
handling this line or any other line, for that 
matter. 

In the ensuing years Kurt Oppenheimer lived 
on the breadline. He had to suffer a spell in a 
concentration camp. Kurt wondered why he 
didn’t die but as a patriotic German he hoped . 
to live to see Germany restored to a place among 
the civilized nations sometime. 

When, in the crisis of the Nazi blood supply, 
Kurt’s half portion of Jewish blood was found 
all right, after all, he was called to the German 
army. He was allowed to die for the Fuehrer 
who for ten years had allowed him scarcely to 
live. Kurt fell at Stalingrad. His blood trickled 
in a rivulet on a Stalingrad street. 

Now everybody who has read any poetry 
knows it, and so to say that the blood of the 
oppressed soaks into the earth and cries out 
for retribution requires no documentation. Yes, 
its cry summons the hearts of all men of good 
will. Those feet that touch it as they pass by are 
made to feel stronger in their will-for justice 
and to be invigorated in their march toward its 
attainment. 

So it was with Kurt Oppenheimer’s blood. 
The story, as it comes to me, is that it cried out 
to the heart of every Russian in Stalingrad who 
passed by on the march to the liberation; its 
touch gave impulse to their feet. More than 
that: Kurt’s blood laughed at the Nazis, at the 
bitter joke that after the ten years had made it 
all right to be spilled for the Fuehrer. Kurt's 
blood laughed and joined the laughter of the 
people returning to liberated Stalingrad. They 
laughed at falsehood, hypocrisy and cruelty 
brought down at last and Kurt’s blood joined 
with them in laughing. Yes, you might say 
Kurt’s blood helped to break the siege of Stalin- 
grad. 

Well, that’s the story. The Nazis are wel- 
come to use it if it helps them to prove their 
complaint that their disasters in Russia are all] 
on account of the Jews. It may help them to- 
ward the belated discovery that the blood of the 
oppressed does summon the marching con- 
science of mankind to trample out the vintage 
where the grapes of wrath are stored. The 
Schweinefuss biology didn't know this. 

(As for Professor Schweinefuss he will be in 
an awful fix when this story of how Kurt’s blood 
helped to rally the Russians at Stalingrad gets 
around. The question is: Will he be shot, 
hanged or beheaded,) ;

Now 
you and your already less 
than ninety need only imple- 
ment this bi-national state and 
never again will there be any 
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necessity to fear the specter 
of a Jewish state which might 
jeopordize the assimilatory Re- 
form of the dejudaized Council 
for American Judaism. I shall 
not attempt to answer your 
arguments for a_ bi-national] 
state for an excellent answer 
can be found in the Zionist 
magazine the Jewish Frontier 
in its latest issue. 

In closing this brief letter 
to you my dear sage of Cin- 
cinnati may we look forward’ 
to your taking advantage of 
the government’s edict con- 
cerning newsprint and cutting 
your column so that it appears 
just every other week.
